Asbestos Curtain Did Not Fail. 


The only thing. plain last night was that 
the asbestés curtain did not fall. The fly- 
man of thé theatre, Chatles Johnson, says 
that for some time past it had been ‘the 
practice at the theatre to have the. curtain 


high at night so as to permit a good view 
of the aérial Ballét. “They ‘attempted to 


drop. the curtain,” he said, “ But it would 
not drop below the height it had beén 
fixed at.” . 

The report made to Manager’ Will J. 
Davis was that the curtain caught when a 
little way down and bulged out under the 
force of the terrific draught. ‘Men tried 
to pull it down.” he said. “It"would not 
come.” Anothér report In circulation was 
that the assistant stage manager, who had 
immediate charge of the curtain, was not 
ou the stage, but in the audierice. He. it 
was declared, would have touched an alec- 
tric button, which would ‘Have operated 
the sheet in a second. Without him, ac- 
corcinig to this rumor, the attéimpt was 
made clumsily to run the curtain down by 
hand. : y 

The fire started while the double octette 
was singing *‘ Pearly Moonlight.” 
Foy, off the stage, was making up for his 
*‘ elephant '’ specialty. 

On the audience's left—the stage right—a 
line of fire flashed straight up. It was fol- 
lowed by a noise as of an explosion. Ac- 
cording to early accounts, however, there 
was no real explosion, the sound being that 
of the fuse of the “spot” light. 

This light caused the fire. ‘On this all re- 
ports of the stage folk agree... As to the 
manner accounts differ widely... R. M. 


Cummings, the boy in charge of the light, 


said last, night that it was short circuited. 
Stage hands, as they fled from the. scene, 
however, wére heard to question one an- 
other, “ Who Kicked over the light?" The 
light belonged to the “Mr. Bluebeard” 
company. 

The beginning of the disaster wis slow. 


The stagehands had been fighting the line 


of .wavering Tlame along the muslin fly 
border. for some seconds before tthe avdi- 
ence khew anything was the matter. The 
Gy border was tinder-to the tire. Made. of 
‘musitn, it was saturated with paint. The 
statehands grasped .the long sticks used 
“Hit it with the sticks!” 


The men struck sayagely: A few. yards 
of thé border fell tpon the stage, and were 
stamped to charred fragments. 

That sight was the first warning the au- 
dience had, For a second there was a hush. 
The players halted in their lines; the mu- 
Siclans ceased to Diay. 

Then the murmur of fear ran through the 
audience. There were criés ‘from «a4 few, 
foliowed by the breaking, rumbling sound 
of the first step toward the flight of panic. 


Eddie Foy’s Coolness. 


At that monient a strange figure appeared 
upon the stage. It wore tights, a loose 
upper garment, afd the face was one-half 
made up. It was Eddie Foy, chief come- 
dian of the company. 

«fore he reached the centre of the stage 
he had calléd out to a stage hand: 

“Take my Bryan, there; get him 
there by the stage way.” ,

he turned his head,

Heroert Dillea, the’Orchestra leader. “* Start 
an overture,” he commanded; “ start any- 
thing. For God's sake, play and keep on 
play:ng.” 

The brave words were as bravely an- 
swe-ed. Dillea raised his wand and the 
musicians began to play. . Better than any 
one in the theatre they knew the peril. They 
could. look up and see that the 800 sets 
of the “ Mr. Blue Beard” scenery all were 
ablaze. Their faces were white, their hands 
trembied, but they played, and played. 

The curtain started to come down. It 
stopped, it swayed as from-a heavy wind, 
and then it “buckied”’ near -the centre. 
From that moment no power short of om- 
nipotent could have saved the occupants of 
the upper gallery. 

‘The coolness of Foy, of Dittes, and: of 
others players, who begged the audience to 
hold itself in check,. however, : probably 
saved many lives on. the parquet floor. 


‘Panic prevailed, but the maddest ‘of it, 


save in the doomed gallery, was at the out- 
skirts of the ground floor crowd. 

Those in greatest danger through proxim- 
ity to the stage did not throw their weight 
against the mass,ahead. Not many died 
on .the. first floor, preof of the contention

As Foy and the > reached . the outer 
doorway the stage loft collapsed, and ‘tons 
of fire poured over the stage. The lights 
went out in the theatre with this destruc- 
tion. of the switchboard and al] stage con- 
nections. One column of flame rose and 
swished along the ceiling of the theatre. 
Then. this awful ‘llumination also was 
swallowed up. None may paint from per- 
sonal understanding that which took place 
Nn that pit, of darknesg, 

In-spite of ‘the térrible form. of. the de- 
struction, it came swiftly enough to shorten 
pain, This, at least, wag true of those who 
died in the second balcony, rtriving to 
reach the alley exits » abreast of them. Six 
arid seven feet deep they were found, not 
packed in layers, but jymbied and twisted 
in struggle with one another. 

Opposite the westernmost exit.of the bal- 
cony was a room in.the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Bufljing, where painters were

Escape on Planks. 

“ Wait,’ cried the painters. 
planks.” Three wide planks were thrust 
across the alley. The painters dropped to 
their -knees to anchor them. "Come on,” 
‘they shouted. Hortense:

old, was the first to cross. 

“T was going to filmp.” she sobbed. 
T thought’ of my mother. 1 but grabbed 
sister by the hand,..and waitéd for the 
planks.

The mother, Mrs. L. Lang, 580 Forty-fifth 
Street, also was in the theatre, on .thie first 
floor. She got. out safely, and an hour 
afterward found her children in .the Tre- 
mont House. The reunited three sat with 
arms around one another for ancther hour. 

Just. twelve persons escaped .across .the 
plank way. The twelfth was pursued by a 
pillar of fire, which dashed itself against 
the’ wall of the university buiiding. ; The 
stee] platform was packed with women and 
children... They died right there 

The bodies-of some fell over into the al- 


Jey. From within the bodies of others fell 


part way out of the aperture. The helpless 
watchers peering through the smoke could 
see the heaps of the dead between the seats 
and along the outside aisle of the gallery. 
Firemen crossed the gangway as 800n as 
the tongue of flame drew back and climbed 


over the ghastly wall to direct the streams 


of water inward ahd downward, 

They entered too soon; The tongue again 
licked upward. The fighters and rescuers 
retreated stubbornly, but they were driveri 
back. Marshal Canmipion was in command 
of the firemen. He saw, that the gallery 
must be for a time abandoned. 

The forms.of women and children were 
all about him and his-men. No movement 
was perceptible, but he knew that the liv- 
ing. might be buried under the dead. ‘Is 
there any living person here?”’ ‘the Mershal 
shouted. 

The cry echoed through the silent place 
and no voice answered. Once more he 
shouted: ‘“‘If any one here is alive, groan 
or make some sound; we'll take you out.” 
Not an arm waved in the mounds about 
him. No moan was heard. 

“ We will have to fall back,” ordered the 
Marshal. Reluctantly as they defiled over 
the planks the fire once more billowed to. 
the windows. But this-tinie it claimed no 
new victim. It needed not to make itd work 
more thorough. 

The persons. crowded off the py 
platform and those'who jumped voluntar- 
ily by their own death saved persons on the 
lower floors from injury, Scores jumped 


from the seats in the first balcony to com- 


parative safety on the thick cushion of the 


bodies of those who preceded them, and 
who fell from the baicony above.

Later Chief O'Neill straigtitened up." * 

** Men,”’ he said, “ that man was here to 
rob the dead. You who are not needed 
hefe _ hurry through the theatre and put 
out everybody not entitled to remaip.” 
The. police jumped to their work. A fire- 
man trawling on his hands and knees in 
the smoke saw a figure that lie thought at 
first was that of a victim of the fire. 

As he drew near it arose’ and disappeared 


‘| in the gloom. The fireman found a body on 


the floor where he had seén the man. After 
the body of the Woman had been carried out | 
it was seen that the fingers were lacerated 
where rings lad been torn away.

Electrician Fights Blaze. 


sehn E. Farrell, the ge electrician, 
was one of the heroes of the. fire. He was 
the first to discover the blaze when it: was 
a little tongue of flame running up the 
convas border of the curtain. He climbed 
a ladder twenty feet abdve the stage and 
sought to extinguish it with his hand. He 
beat helplessly until his hands were badly 
burned, and the fire had run up the can- 
vas border into the flies. . 

Seizing a hand grenade, he dashed it at 
the fire, and the falling fluid nearly biinded 
him... With the cry of “Save yourselves!” 
he fell to the floor, and then running to 
the @ear door of ‘the theatre, he threw it 
open, calling to the members of the com- 
pany to rush into the alley. 

In the work of assisting, the women he 
was ‘aided by Stage Manager Cummings. 
As the frightened -actors and actresses 
rushed in a body off the stage, some. of 


them attempted to leap.into the orchestra 


pit,; which would in all probability have led 


‘to their death. Cummings ran in front of 


them. ‘' I'l) kill the first one that tries to 
pass me!” he shouted, and the members of 
the conipamy shrank back. 

With the aid of Eddie Foy and Farrel! the 
members. of the company. were hustled 
from the rear of the theatre into the alley. 

Penned below the. stage, running about 
cfaged by the panic overhead, were fifty 
supernumeraries and members of the bal- 
‘They were cut off from the exit by 
the crowds wedged in thé stage stairway.

They had stuck to their seats until, 
choked by the heavy emoke, they had been 
unable to move. Some bodies were in a. 
sitting position, while others had fallen 
forward, with the head resting on the seat 
in front, as though in, prayer. Almost all. 
were terribly burned; In the aisles lay wo- 
men and children who had remained in ‘their 
seats until they fi were convinced that 
the danger .was : Then they had at- 
tempted to get to the doors. 

The smoke was so heavy the firemen 
worked with difficulty, but finally it cleared 
and workmen who were hastily sént by the 
Edison Company equippéd forty ‘arc lights, 
which shone dismally through the smoke.
